Jubilee Gift to Pope Leo. 


RECENT dispatch from Rome 
stated that a gift from Catholics 
ill over the world will be one of the fea- 
tures of the jubilee of Pope Leo XIIL., 
which will be celebrated throughout the 
entire Catholic Church in February next. 
On Feb. 20, 1878, the present Pontiff, 
then Cardinal Pecci, was chosen by the 
Sacred College to succeed the venerated 
Pius IX., so that in February of 1903 he 
will have been a quarter of a century in 
the chair of St. Peter. Born on March 
2, 1810, the Pope will be close on to 
93 when his pontifical jubilee is cele- 
brated, and all the indications are that 
he will be as hale and as hearty then as 
he is at the present day 
The vitality of the Sovereign Pontiff 
is simply marvelous, and even his physi- 
cian, Dr. Laponi, is surprised at it. 
Many who come to Rome expect to see 
in the head of the Catholic Church a 
feeble, almost decrepit old man, and are 
simply astounded when they get their 
first view of Leo XIII

will present to His Holiness will be a 
solid gold triregno. This will be exceed- 
ingly simple in design, yet elegant with-

he Board of Classification of the United 
ites General Appraisers recently sus- 
ined a protest of Strauss Bros. & Co., New 
rk, against the duty assessed on mer- 
indise invoiced as hat pins. The goods 
re assessed at 60 per cent., as jewelry, 
der Par. 434 of the Tariff Act of 1897. 
n the protest it is claimed that the goods 
dutiable under Par. 193 as manufac- 
res of metal and glass. 

lhe Collector raised the point that the 

rotest was not specific in its reference to 

e Tariff Law. The Board was unable 

concur in this view and overruled his 
lassification, sustaining the protest. 

It may be interesting to silverware man- 
ufacturers to know that the Board also 

ustained the protest of John H. Boden & 
Co., of San Francisco, on a quantity of 
shells of ostrich eggs of the kind often 
mounted in silver. The shells were assessed 

t the rate of 20 per cent. under Section 6 

f the Tariff Act as unenumerated manufac 
tured articles. They were claimed to be 
dutiable under the same section at the rate 
of 10 per cent. as unenumerated, unmanu- 
factured articles, or, secondly, to be dutiable 
inder Par. 244 by similitude, or, thirdly, to 
be free of duty as shells of the kind de 
scribed under Par. 635, which provides for 
“mother of pearl and shells not manufac 
tured or advanced in value.” The Board 
held that the shells were unmanufactured 
articles, nothing having been done with the 
eggs except to mechanically remove their 
contents, and therefore, were dutiable 
under Sec. 6 at 10 per cent.

Albany Councilmen Fail to Consider Res. 
olution to Prohibit Jewelry Auc- 
tions at Night. 

ALBany, N. Y., Dec. 3.—At the meeting 
of the Common Council held on Mon 
evening the proposed ordinance to proh 
the sale of jewelry at public auction fr 
sunset to sunrise was to have come up 
amended form before the local legislat 
but was not heard from. A member of 
body stated to a representative of THE ( 
CULAR-WEEKLY that the amendment 
not yet ready and could not be acted vy 
at this meeting. 

The local jewelers and citizens who 
interested in this matter received word d 
ing the day that the ordinance would 1 
come up in its amended form, and theref 
were not present to oppose the amendme 

The next meeting of the Council will 1 
occur until Dec. 15, and it is doubtful tl 
the jewelers of this city will be able to ; 
complish at this meeting any more than t! 
putting over of the resolution as amended 
until a later date. This will give the cor 
ductors of these auction sales the benefit 
of the holiday trade. Under the circun 
stances there seems to be no other cour 
to pursue, as the ordinance if passed wit 
the amendment will be practically useless 
to the jewelers. 

In conversation with some of the men 
bers of the Common Council the represen 
tative of THe CrrcuLar-WEEKLY learned 
that licenses had been issued to those 
charge of these auction sales which will 
not expire during the present year, and 
they feel it is better to allow them the bal 
ance of the year to conduct these sales and 
then pass a measure increasing the license 
fee for such sales and embodying in the 
measure a clause restricting as far as pos- 
sible the sale of articles directly connected 
with the jewelry trade. 

The failure of the local jewelers thus far 
to obtain protection against these fake sales 
may result in bringing the matter before the 
State Legislature, which meets on Jan. 1, 
in an endeavor to have a law placed on the 
statute books which will afford them this 
protection. 

It is understood that if nothing is ac 
complished in their interest at the next 
meeting of the Council a committee repre- 
senting the local jewelers will appear be- 
fore the Legislature and an effort made t 
pass a bill which will carry with it protec- 
tion to all the jewelers of the State.

Imports of Clocks, Watches and Jewelry 
Into the Philippine Islands. 
WasHIncTON, D. C., Dec. 4.—According 
the latest figures of the War Department 
imports of clocks into the Philippine 
ands during the 11 months ending May, 
1902, were valued at $13,937, as against a 
ue of $11,193 for the same period of 
1901. The largest share of this trade was 
ured by the United States, the imports 
rom this country during the 11 months be- 
ng valued at $3,484. Japan figured second 
n the list with $2,996, with Germany third 
th $2,103. The share of the United King- 
lom in this trade was $1,537, that of France 
1,205, Hong-kong $1,217, while five other 
untries furnished the balance. 
The imports of watches decreased from 
$135,603 during the 11 months of 1901 to 
$106,026 during the same period this year. 
! he United States have jumped into the lead 
in the value of the exports of watches to 
the Philippines, the total imports from this 
untry during the 11 months being $61,- 
356; France comes second, with $27,398; 
Switzerland third, with $6,436; Hong-kong 
fourth, with $4,840, and China fifth, with 
$4,089. Six other countries furnished the 
balance of the imports. It is interesting to 
note that at last the United States has 
wrested this trade from France, which for- 
merly contributed the major portion of the 
watches imported into the Philippines. 
There was a considerable increase in the 
value of the imports of jeweiry during the 
11 months, the value for the 11 months of 
this year being $411,764, as compared with 
$334,912 for the same period of 1901. France 
continues to hold this market safe, her share 
f the trade during the 11 months of this 
ear being $367,956. The United States are 
econd, but our share of the trade only 
mounted to $10,388. The British East 
Indies was third, with $8,930, and Germany 
was fourth, with $8,425.

Report by William Bardel. 





Consular Agent at Bamberg Tells of 
Opening for American Silver Products. 
WasuincTon, D. C., Dec. 4.—Commer- 

cial Agent William Bardel, at Bamberg, 
who is well known to the jewelry trade of 
the United States, having been for many 
years a manufacturing jeweler in New 
York, has informed the State Department 
that there is now, and has been for years, 
a market in Bamberg, as well as nearly all 
over Germany, for American silver and 
plated goods. The sales, however, are lim- 
ited and consist mostly of the cheapest 
kind of cheap goods in that line. With this 
Mr. Bardel does not say that the sales of 
the cheap goods cannot be materially im- 
proved, nor that richer and more expensive 
silver goods cannot be introduced to entire 
satisfaction, but it must be done properly. 
The American manufacturer at home, at 
this stage of trade, does not attempt to sell 
his goods in his own country by correspond- 
ence or by sending samples. He sends out 
his very best men, who know all about the 
goods and the people to whom they are to 
sell them. On the same principle, trade 
must be looked up and picked up all over 
the world if our manufacturers would win 
the world’s business. 

With the exception of pieces of art, made 
by world-renowned artists of the last and 
former centuries, Germany compares unfa- 
vorably with the United States in the man- 
ufacture of silver goods for trade. In the 
so-called hollow ware the designs produced 
in Germany are sometimes very pleasing, 
and even the finish of the goods, which 
for years they seemed to neglect, is better, 
but they are afraid to use enough silver 
lest it may come too high. 

“Flat ware, such as spoons and forks, 
where the United States shows to best ad- 
vantage,” says Mr. Bardel. “Among 24 
different designs of spoons made here you 
might find a few pleasing to the eye, but 
when you compare them with similar pat- 
terns of American manufacturers they suf- 
fer considerably. 

“The demand for high-grade goods is 
very fair, although our demand at home 
is, of course, much larger. The ‘middle- 
man’ in the United States who buys a thing 
of this kind, spends a little more to get it 
good rather than buy an inferior article 
because it shows off more for his money. 
The German middleman, as a rule, wants 
the most show for the least money. It is 
therefore to the liberal class of rich peo- 
ple only that such goods can be sold here; 
but there are enough of these to make it 
worth trying.” 

Commercial Agent Bardel’s report will no 
doubt interest not only silver manufacturers 
but also the many merchants with whom he 
was associated in the jewelry trade of this 
country for a period of 34 years.

ANTWERP, Noy. 24.—Business continues 
brisk, but the general tendency is somewhat 
quieter." The chief demand is always for 
large goods, which are generally sold di- 
rectly, that is, without the medium of a 
broker. It has also become a rule for for- 
eign buyers to go directly to the factories 
to gain commissions. All employers in the 
trade are busy now and several merchants 
need additional hands in their factories.

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J. & P. Stern Make Offer of Settlement 
To Their Creditors. 

A meeting of the creditors of J. & P. 
Stern, jobbers and jewelers, at 609 Broad- 
way, New York, was held Thursday at 116 
Nassau St., New York, in the office of 
William P. Williams, the New York attor- 
ney for the Manufacturing Jewelers’ Board 
of Trade, of Providence, R. I. 

A statement to the creditors was pre- 
sented by Charles E. Stern, attorney for 
the debtors, in which the liabilities were 
given at $13,533 : nd the assets were said to 
be worth about $5,764. Of the assets $3,925 
was said to be the value of the good book 
accounts, $299 the value of the cash, $1,235 
the value of the stock (taken on a basis of 
25 per cent. of the cost), $104 the value 
the fixtures, and $200 the amount of doubt 
ful book accounts. 

On behalf of the debtors an offer of set- 
tlement was made on a basis of 331-3 per 
cent. cash, payable Feb. 1. Mr. Stern, of 
the firm, explained that the condition of 
affairs was due to poor business and heavy 
expenses, and that the books of the firm 
were open to the inspection of the creditors 
at any time. During the past three months 
he said they had purchased about $11,000 
worth of goods and had sold about $12,- 
000. 

After a general discussion by the credi- 
tors present it was resolved that a com- 
mittee be appointed to make a thorough in- 
vestigation of the books and accounts of 
the debtors and report it at a future meet- 
ing. The committee selected were William 
P. Williams and Max Peisenger. It was 
stated at the meeting that a creditor for 
$1,300 had already begun suit against the 
firm, but an attempt will be made to have 
this suit withdrawn to prevent further com- 
plications. 


Burglar Enters Store of N. S. Plank, 
Davenport, la. 

DAvENPorT, Ia. Dec. 4.—The jewelry 
store of N. S. Plank, of this city, was 
broken into by a burglar Tuesday night. 
Watchman Charles Falkner, Jr., and citi- 
zens saw him at work and captured him 
after a chase of several blocks, finding 
watches, spoons, rings and other stolen 
articles in his possession. 

The man was about 40 years of age, gave 
his name as Edward Thompson, and said 
he was from Chicago, Ill. The following 
morning he was bound over to the Grand 
Jury in $500 bail, and went to jail in de- 
fault. 


The Death of D. W. Currier. 

TYNDALL, S. D., Dec. 3—Word was re- 
ceived here last week from Prescott, Ariz., 
that D. W. Currier, who was well known 
in this section, and for many years a jeweler 
in Tyndall had died at that place.

The strike of the silversmiths and fin- 
ishers in New York was declared off Wed- 
nesday and Thursday morning found them 
as idle workmen flooding the office of their 
old employers, asking to be taken back. 
Many of the concerns were not quite ready 
to put on a full force of men and selected 
from the workmen only those who were the 
best and who had been most loath to join- 
ing the strike. The chasers are still out, but 
it is believed that they will return to work 
in a few days. 

The burden of the strike has been borne

G. Brown & Sons, 
Redlich & Co., Ferd. Fuchs & Bros. and 
J. F. Fradley & Co. were entirely tied up 
at one time. The factories of Dominick & 
Haff, Geo. W. Shiebler & Co. and the Gor- 
ham Mfg. Co. continued to run, the first 
two being very much crippled. More than 
three-quarters of J. F. Fradley & Co.’s men 
returned to work over a week ago, as did 
also about one-half of the men employed by 
Ferd. Fuchs & Bros. Last week Geo. W. 
Shiebler & Co. had 40 men on their pay roll, 
out of the full force ; 60 of Graff, Washbourne 
& Dunn’s men were out, as were also more 
than 100 of Dominick & Haff’s men, but of 
the 16 or 17 employes of the Gorham Mfg. 
Co. who struck practically all had returned 
before the strike had been declared off. 

The only large concerns to concede to 
the demands of the strikers were the Maus- 
er Mfg. Co. and the Whiting Mfg. Co., 
and in the former concern’s factory there 
was no interruption of work, as the com- 
pany granted the demands of the strikers 
as soon as they were made. Mr. Kolb, treas- 


factories run nine hours or 10. We feel 
that we are getting as much work now out 
of the men as we ever did before.” 
President Bulkley, of the Whiting Mfg. 
Co., said that he would still allow his men 
the nine hour schedule in spite of the fact 
that the other factories are working 10 
hours. He said that the men told him that 
they wanted more time because they lived 
on the outskirts of the city and some of 
them required 24% hours to go and come 
to the factory. It was not a question of sal- 
ary at all, but one of a shorter day. “My 
men are working 54 hours a week and we 
are satisfied in granting their demands,” 
said Mr. Bulkley.

men by virtue of which their grievances 
were to be considered after Jan. 1. 

The strikers have not returned to work 
in Tiffany & Co.’s factory in Forest Hill, 
N. J., and the works are now closed. The 
company may decide to close the factory 
until Jan. 1, and perhaps after that. 

The effect of the strike on the trade, al- 
though causing quite a serious loss to man- 
ufacturers, is not without its beneficial re- 
sults. Because of the reported scarcity of 
Christmas silverware, many of the retail 
jewelers have been able to sell a lot of 
old stock, making an opening for new 
goods. 

The manufacturers are happy in having 
won their first big fight with the labor 
unions, as they realized that to have lost 
the battle would have placed them in a 
very awkward position.

he funeral of John H. French, one of 
the best known jewelry auctioneers in the 
United States, who, as told in the last is- 
sue of THE CrrCcULAR-WEEKLY, died Nov. 
29 at his home, 236 W. 99th St., New 
York, took place Dec. 2, and was largely at 
tended by the friends of the deceased in 
the jewelry trade 

Mr. French was not only an auctioneer, 
but one of the few connoisseurs and judges 
of jewelry who conducted large sales. He 
had been a retail jeweler previous to be 


coming an auctioneer and was exceptionally

well widely known 
throughout the entire country, from Maine 
to California. He had conducted sales 
in San Francisco, Chicago, St. Louis, Buf- 
falo, New Orleans and all the principal 
cities throughout the south and west.

After running the Bowery store 
for several years Mr. French in 1871 opened 
a jewelry establishment on Broadway near 
13th St. One year later he retired from 
business and became an auctioneer.

“The Diamond Mines of South Africa” 
is the title of a new work by Gardner F. 
Williams, M.A., General Manager of the 
De Beers Consolidated Mines, Ltd., recent 
ly published by the Macmillan Co. 

This book is as exhaustive a work on the 
subject of diamonds as has ever been of 
fered to the reading public. It contains 
nearly 700 pages of interesting matter 
profusely illustrated in photogravure, half- 
tone and wood cuts. 

Che title gives but a faint idea of the im- 
mense of the book. In a word, it 
gives the alpha and omega history of the 
diamond, including an authentic account of 
all the famous gems.

MARKS, of Troy, i possesses

been in business continuously for 57 years.

ana, New York, lowa 
and Washington, as 
far as heard from—will attempt to secure 
laws controlling the practice of optometry 
this Winter. An important question in this 
connection has been put to the executive 
committee of the American Association. 
The question is whether the affiliation of 
State societies with the American As- 
sociation will mean financial aid to the 
State society in securing optical legisla- 
tion. 

What answer will be made to that query 
is yet unknown, but it can be imagined in 
what a position the executive officers will 
be put by the question. It is hard to see 
how the A. A. O. can come to the financial 
aid of one State society without coming to 
the aid of all the rest, and that would re 
solve the whole question back upon the 
States again, because to help all and to help 
none is practically the same proposition. 

Certain States may be regarded as piv- 
otal in this matter of legislation, notably 
New York and perhaps Indiana, but the 
American Association is hardly in a posi- 
tion to give financial aid to either. It 
will no doubt give the State societies all 
the moral support within its power, but 
legislation is primarily a State question, 
and it is doubtful if outside assistance might 
not be more harmful than beneficial. 

If State societies are going to make “fi- 
nancial assistance” in passing laws a con 
dition precedent to affiliation, affiliation is 
not apt to go very far. The benefits of af- 
filiation, if counted by dollars and cents, 
may not prove satisfactory. Its purposes 
are not in this direction, but in the direc- 
tion of concurrent effort and harmony of 
purpose. Of course there can be no doubt 
that it would be glad to aid legislation in 
all of the States, but how can it?

The Ophthalmometer. | 


HIS instrument was developed by Javal 
& Schiotz, in the year 1889. It con- 
sists of a large metal disc or plate with or 
without concentric circles delineated there- 
on. We believe in the use of the circles, 
as by them pits, scars or opacities upon the 
cornea are easily discoverable by this means. 
The disc is supported by a pillar resting 
upon three legs placed upon a base made 
of wood or steel. The chin rest, with elec- 
tric light attached, gives a firm support 
to the patient’s head. A telescope with an 
eye piece of Wollaston prisms, with arc and 
wires, complete the instrument. 
An examination is carried out as follows: 
The patient’s head is firmly secured in 
the chin rest. The operator is seated behind 
the disc and directs the telescope towards 


the right eye of the patient and a clear 
image of the same is secured by carrying the 
disc backward and forward until a focus is 
made. 

The first position is attained by mov- 
ing the wires up to the point when they 
just touch and in which the central black 
lines of both wires become continuous; then 
rotate the arc 90° to the second position, 
when, if the wires overlap, we have astig- 
matism with the rule or myopic astigma 
tism; that is, hyperopic astigmatism at 90° 
or positive at 180°. 

If the wires separate in the second posi- 
tion it is then astigmatism against the rule 
or myopic astigmatism, that is, either hyper- 
opic astigmatism at 180° or negative at 90°, 
and the number of steps overlapped will in- 
dicate the number of diopters less over half 


| of astigmatism.

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Punching Brass Clock Gears.

W* were manufacturing an automatic 
time indicator and had been buying 
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die here shown were made to produce them. 

The gear shown in Fig. 1 was produced 
complete from %& inch thick sheet brass. 
Holes were required to be punched at 4, 
B and C, five sections D cut away, the cen 
ter hole punched and the teeth cut.

[* order to convince ourselves that the 

length of a hairspring has nothing to 
do with the isochronism, as we have stated 
before it is only necessary to adjust to a 
balance of a watch two hairsprings of dif- 
ferent lengths, for instance, a small one 
having from 7 to 8 coils, and a long one 
having from 14 to 16 coils; the hairspring 
collet, the pinning in the collet and stud, 
and the position of the regulator pins 
must, however, be the same in both cases. 
Then it can be easily observed by the rate 
of the watch when in a horizontal position 
that the isochronism is not affected by the 
length of the hairspring. It is well under- 
stood that if a short hairspring be used its 
wire must be lighter and weaker than that 
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of a longer one in order to have the same 
degree of elasticity. 

What length is the most suitable for hair- 
springs? Before answering that question 
let us examine what disadvantages an ex- 
cessively long hairspring will have. If it 
be very long the disadvantages would be, 
first, that the balance would have to carry 
superfluous weight, which would increase 
the friction of the pivots, especially in the 
vertical position; secondly, the hairspring 
would be liable to wabble when the wearer 
of the watch is walking, jumping or horse- 
back riding, which would disturb the free 
motions of the balance; thirdly, a long 
hairspring is bound to bring the balance 
more out of poise than a short one, not only 
because its weight is increase‘ by its greater 
length, but also because a longer hairspring 
necessitates a wider or thicker wire, which 
increases the weight still more. It for 
these reasons that a short hairspring with 
coils close to each other is to be preferred. 
Such a spring is not as much affected by 
changes of temperature, and it is lighter 
also than a long one. If a palladium hair- 
spring be used in watches it is especially 
desirable that it be short, because palladium 
being heavier than steel the objection men- 
tioned would have still greater force. Hair- 
springs which are extremely short open 
their coils too much in the long vibrations 
of the balance, and in so doing they change 
the curve of the hairspring so that it does 
not remain concentric.

They should be spun close 
to each other, so as avoid too great 
height, first, because there is not much space 
between the balance and the cock, and, sec- 
ondly, in order that its weight upon the 
balance in the different positions shall cause 
as little disturbance as possible. There is 
less disturbance in the motions of the bal- 
ance in the vertical position, caused from

the flat hairspring, than that caused by the 
cylindrical, or even the Breguet hairspring, 
because the weight of the two latter kinds 
acts like a lever upon the balance. An ex- 
amination of Fig. 1 will make this more 
clearly and readily understood than any 
lengthy technical description would. A 
represents a balance, with a staff and a 
cylindrical hairspring; B represents a bal- 
ance, with a staff and a Breguet hairspring, 
and C represents a balance, with a staff and 
a flat hairspring. 

It can be readily inferred from the sketch 
that the weight of the flat hairspring, C, 
is more evenly divided in the vertical and 
oblique positions, upon both pivots, than it 
is with the hairsprings of A and B. This 
is especially the case with the spring 4, 
where the pressure of its weight, in the 
vertical position, much greater upon 
the top pivot than upon the lower one; with 
B, however, it is less than with the hair- 
spring A. The consequences of this dis- 
turbance make it possible that sometimes as 
good results may be obtained from a flat 
hairspring as from a Breguet or a cylin- 
drical one. This was proven by an obser- 
vation of 42 watches made in 1884 by the 
Yale Horological and Thermometrical Bu- 
reau, from which report the results of the 
four watches ranking highest are given in 
the adjoining column. 

From the foregoing extract it will be seen 
that the American Waltham Watch Co. ob- 
tained the best results with one of its 
watches provided with a flat hairspring, 
whilst Heinrich followed with three watches 
provided with Breguet hairsprings.
